WASHINGTON. — President Jimmy

TEL AVIV. — Police arrested 13 
drivers shortly after the end 
of Bhabbat as they continued to 
protest a new Dan bus route from 
Herzliya to Tel Aviv.

Soviets view treaty as fait accompli, 
says Sarid on return from Moscow

TEL AVIV. — Despite open Soviet 
hostility to the Israeli-Hgyptian 
peace moves, it is now clear to the 
Ruasians thet they must accept 
some sort of a peace pact as & fait ac- 
compli. This waa the tmpression 
which most of the members of an 
Israeli delegation to the Soviet Union 
brought back with them upon their 
return on Friday afternoon. 

The delegation, which spent 10 
days in Russia at the invitation of the 
Soviets, included leading Knesset 
“doves" Yoaef Sarid of the Align- 
ment, Avraham Melamed of the 
National Religious Party and Naftali 
Feder of Mapam. Also making the 
trip were Shelli's Amnon Zichroni, 


and Rakah’s MK Tawfik Toubi and - 


its spokesman, Uzi Burstein. 

The delegation strongiy denounced 
the sharp criticism levelled at them 
for ταὶ “official Jews" in the 
USSR and for their attitude towards 
allya activists.

teams and tourists for the event. 
Sarid came out strongly against 
accusations that the delegation had 
served the aims of Soviet propagan- 
da, ‘We were not used or exploited 
by the Soviets,” he declared. ‘‘Sure, 
our view of Soviet life was brief and 
superficial and we were shown only 


‘what our hosts wanted us to see. But 


while I am a socialist by conviction, I 
tow say that my soctalism and theirs 
are as distant as East and West. I 
found severe neglect of the in- 
dividual in Soviet society and I do not 
attempt to conceal my criticism.". 

Sarid said that ‘the Soviets tried 
to tell us that 98 per cent of those who 
wish to leave are allowed out and 
that only those exposed to state 
secrets are denied visas. We 
countered with our own figures and 
presented the Ovir {immigration) of- 
fice in Moscow with the names of 59 
‘refusedniks.’ Ali of them have been 
waiting for visas from five to 10 
years and could not possibly harbour 
any state secrets.

Ehriich: Black capital 


is national ‘cancer’

Finance Minister Simha Ehrlich © 


on Friday said that the war against 
black (undeclared) capital — which 
he called a “cancer” — is a top 
national! priority. 

Speaking to the Knesset Finance 
Committee, to which he had been in- 
vited by the Alignment’s Adi 
Amorai, Ehrlich said that the 
treasury will soon hire extra 
workers on special contracts to 
ferret out the hidden funds.

Sivan said that the treasury had con- 
cluded that the legal steps against 
tax evaders would have to be 
strengthened, and was working 
toward this end. 

He added that there was a con- 
siderable amount of black capital in 
the country, but said that all the 
figures quoted in the press were‘pure 
speculation. 

Ehrlich, in his appearance before 
the Knesset committee, said the 
main reason for inflation was de- 
mand — fed by huge wage increases, 
expanded bank credit and increase 
in savings due to linkage. 

He estimated that will have

Gone fishin’ for small fry 


to restock Lake Kinneret

᾿ Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. -- Specially lUcensed 
fishermen, are scarching for the fry 
tfishiets) of the grey muliet to 
restock the country’s Ashponds and 
Lake Kinneret. 

Beeause the fry are scarce, the 
Fisheries Department has grented 
licences only to those setticments 
which have fish ponds. one per 
acttlement. Teameg of the 
Department's own staff sre going 
after the fry for stocking Laxc 
Kinneret. 

The catches are made at night by 
men who wade through the estuaries 
using searchlights. 

The grey muliet (kige? in Hebrew 
but more commonly known as bouri) 
is a salt watcr fish that car udapt to 
fresh water, The fish comes to the ea- 
tuaries to ep2awn in the autumn; its 
fry are now of the size required for 
stocking the ponds. 

To transfer them to ponds, the fry 
sre carefully weaned away fram salt 
water. This is done by gradualiy 
apclimeting them to freab water. It 
takes about two years for a try to 
grow to market size 1400 to 500 
grams). 

Because not enough of the fry are 
caught, breeders have been unable 


to market more than 600 tons per 
year of the grey mullet. Lake 
Kinneret provides another 200 tona, 
still not enough te meet the demand 
of the Israeli consumer who likes the 
fish and its price -- about ILS55 per 
kilo retail. 

in Israel and all over the world 
researchers are trying hard to get 
the grey mullet to breed in captivity. 
Hormone treatments have induced 
the fish to spawn, but artificially 
bred fry usually die after a few 
weeks, 

The shortage of fry has attracted 
poachers, who go after the fishlets 
and then sell them to breeders. Their 
activities are a hazard, the secretary 
of the Breeders Association, Marco 
Solomon, told The Jerusalem Post, 
because many of the fry die as a 
result of improper treatment, 
further depleting the already small 
quantities available. . 

The Fisheries Department is 
deploying teams of inspectors to pre- 
vent poaching of the fishlet during 
the season, which parallels the coun- 
try's rainy season. 

The pond-bred mullets are 
superior to the “real thing’* caught 
in the sea because they do not have 
the olly smell of the seabred fish 
which Hve near polluted shores.

Fishermen want 
off-Sinai 
rights assured 


By YA'ACOV FRIEDLER 
derusslem: Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — The Fishermen's Union 
has appealed to the Agriculture 
Ministry to safeguard its fishing 
rights off Sinai when a peace treaty 

is signed. ᾿ 

Union secretary Dov Schmieda 
last week told The Jerusalem Post 
that they were ‘extremely worried"" 
that peace might leave them high 
and Ἢ 
He noted that Israeli trawlers fish 
well outside the territorial waters, 
more than 12 kma. off shore. Their 
tights, he said, were" historic," 
dating back to the 1930s when Jews 
began fishing there. They had never 
stopped fishing off Sinai, or relin- 
quished their rights. During the 
summer, only the off-Sinai fishing 
grounds were productive, and ac- 
counted for half of their total trawl 
catches, he said. 

Schmieda said that If the govern- 
ment dealt properly with the matter, 
he was certain an amicable agree- 
ment could be reached with the 
Egyptians. He noted that Israeli and 
Egyptian fishermen were already 
working peacefully, side by side, in 
the off-Sinai fishing grounds. 

The union on Friday also protested 
to the Fisheries Department over the 
fishing operations of the Greek 
trawler Elusa off the southern 
coast. 

A spokesman said that the trawler 
had been given a licence to fish 
between Ashdod and ΕἸ Arish, on the 
understanding that all its catches 
would be sent to Greece. However, 
the union had discovered that the 
Elusa was landing the catches in 
Israel and selling them to dealers, 
outside the regular marketing 
procedures through Tnuva.

The other government bodies —

In Algeria, the National Liberation 
Front is little more than a skeleton. 
It bears the name of the prestigious 
movement that fought for eight 
years to end French colonial rule. 
When independence came in 1962, 
Boumedienne was the commender of 
its guerrilla armies. 


Algeria bas one of the world’s 
highest birth rates, and nearly half 
its present 18 million inhabitants 
were born since independence. 
Memories are short and the front has 
lost much of its old prestige. Many 
Algerians have come to regard it as

China or any other nation wishing 
to buy 8 Landsat ground station 
must agrec to only one condition: To 
sell-all pictures it receives from the 
satellites, at reasonable cost 
(average of $10 for an &-by-11 picture 
(20 by 28 cms.) to anyone who wishes 
to purchase them, including the 
United States. It must also publish a 
catalogue of pictures that are 
available for purchase. 

The delegation of 15 Chinese 
technical officials now here ia the se- 
cond such space group to visit the 
United States this fall. The first, con- 
sisting of seven men and hosted by 
the Electronics Industry Associa- 
tion, examined mobile ground 
stations and other equipment 
associated with satellites during 
their stay. 

The present group, hosted by the 
U.S. government, will visit various 
Private companies that make com- 
munication satellites as well as 
begin discussions with NASA of- 
ficials about the Landsat ground sta- 
tion.

an instrument of Boumedienne's dic- 
tatorship. 


Yet so rigorous is Boumedienne’s 
discipline that no one inside the 
country has publicly questioned the 
existing leadership or challenged the 
secrecy of its deliberations. 


Effective power is held by the 
eight surviving members of the 
Council of the Revolution that staged 
the 1962 army coup against former 
President Ahmed Ben Bella. 


With Boumedienne paralyzed for 
weeks and unable to speak, the eight 
men — five of them government 
ministers — act as head of state. 
They meet regularly in the presiden- 
tial palace but issue no an- 
nouncements. Since Boumedienne 
had always refused to name 8 vice- 
president and had designated no 
successor, thelr main task is to 
select one of their number who could 
command the loyalty of all the 
others. * 


Failure to reach agreement could 
plunge Algeria into the internal con- 
flicts that plagued its first two years 
of nationhood. 


Chile’s missing victims 
haunting ruling junta

SANTIAGO [{Ofns). — They water 
the orchids lovingly as the summer 
heat built up and they top up the or- 
namental pools faithfully each mor- 
ning. 

The gardens in which Chile's 
National Congress stands have 
never been so well tended. Neither 
has the fabric of the white atucco 
bulidmg with its huge Greek-style 
colonnades been so well maintained. 
One side is entirely covered with

workers carry out renovations. 
Another man is giving the iron 
railings a fresh coat of green paint. A 
notice says "ΝΟ vacancies.

Yet at night it is like a cemetery. 
The workmen go home and the 
darkened trees brood in the deserted 
gardens. Instead of blazing light and 
the sound of great debates there is 


just a single Light bulb and one arm- - 


ed policeman on guard. 

It looks lke being that way for a 
long time. In Septernber, on the fifth 
anniversary of the coup that over- 
turned the ‘leftist government of 
Salvador Allende, General Augusto 
Pinochet ruled out any elections 
before 1985, and left no doubt that he 
intends to stay in power. . 

Early in the New Year Chileans 
will be asked to vote on a mew con- 
stitution. It will be a presidential 
system similar to thet of Mussolini's 
italy. There will be no free elections, 
and no alternative choice in the 
referendum. An alternative constitu: 
tfon drawn up by members of the 
now-banned Christian Democratic 
Party has been refused considera- 
tion by the Pinochet junta. 


Clearly. the General does not feel 
able to trust Chileans with any 
genuine choices. The referendum 
held early this year, after the United 
Nations had condemned Chile for 
violations of human rights, is a case 
in point. 

Voting was obligatory. Voters had 
to answer yes or no to ἃ question ask- 
ing if they were in favour of Chile. 
There was no room for dissent 
without appearing to be unpatriotic. 
Opposite the “yes” box was a 
Chilean flag. Opposite the "no" box 
was a mysterious black square. So it 
was not surprising that 75 per cent 
voted yes. 

Tronically, the atmosphere in Chile 
has relaxed so much in the past year 
that if Pinochet were to permit a 
Benuine vote on whether he should 
stay in power a majority would 
probably vote in his favour. Even op- 
ponents of the government, the mast 
open of whom are churchmen, con- 
cede that probably around 60 per 
cent of the population is in favour of 
the government. Memories of the 
chaos and bankruptcy of the Allende 
era are still strong. 


Morcover, the government's 
economic policy, crude though it 
may be In some ways, is producing 
results. Inflation has been brought 
down from around 700 per cent when 
the armed forces seized power in 
1973 to under 30 per cent last year 


.and is expected to fal) again this 


year. 

Despite reservations about human 
rights, private foreign investment is 
flooding into the country. The inter- 
national banks like Chile. Last year, 
the Chile government raised over $1 
billion in loans without difficulty, 
and this year all three Chilean 
government loans on the New York 
money markets have been over- 
subscribed. 

In the past year Chile's dic- 
tatorship has become relatively mild 
in Latin American terms and there 
are probably now no more violations 
of human rights here than in severa] 
other parts of the continent. 

Pinochet's real problem is the 
skeletons in the cupboard. Until last 
August, when {it was abolished, 
Chile's secret service organisation, 
the DINA, was given government ap- 
proval to carry out a virtual reign of 
terror. Anyone with leftist opinions, 
whether or not he was an active com- 
munist, was In danger of being pick- 
ed up and tortured by the DINA. 

Around 2,000 were never seen 
again and are presumed murdered, 
according to an admission by a 
Foreign Ministry official here. The 
Catholic Church, which has taken up 
the case of around 650 "‘detained- 
disappeared" people, as they are 
called, is presenting documentary 
evidence to the government and pay- 
ing for their relatives to take their 
cases to the courts. 

The Church last month took 477 
cases to the Chilean Court of Appeal 
and asked for a specia) visiting 
Minister to be appointed to in- 
vestigate the cases. 

All 33 Catholic bishops, led by Car- 
dina! Sliva, issued a declaration con- 
demning the government for non- 
cooperation in the investigations and 
announcing that the missing people 
had probably died “outside the law” 
after being detained by DINA. 

The principa] accusation against 
the government is that after promis- 
ing to investigate these matters it 
has failed to produce a single scrap 
of evidence, and it is clear to most 
observers that there is a cover up to 
protect DINA agents. 

There have been no cases of dis- 
appearances since last October. But 
the question is whether a combina- 
tion of Church pressure, legal 
process, and publicity attracted by 
the families of the disappeared 
through hunger strikes will eventual- 
ly force a government that is seeking 
international respectability to come 
clean over atrocities committed in 
ita name. :

THE REPORTS from Cairo that President Sadat will not be go- 
ing to Oslo for next Sunday's award of the Nobel Peace Prize 
should prompt Prime Minister Begin to review his own plans.

Oslo next weekend at the head of a large delegation of Israeli

But it would be advisable for Mr. Begin to propose to Sadat 
that they both urge the Nobel Peace Prize committee to post- 
pone awarding of the prize until after Israel and Egypt have ac- 
tually concluded and signed 4 peace treaty. 

If such a change proves to be impoasible it would stili be wise 
for Mr. Begin to refrain from subjecting himself and Israe] to 
charges of one-sidedly accepting a prize which has not yet been 


justified by events. 


Mr. Begin's presence at the Osio ceremony without Sadat will. 
only serve as a pretext for resumption of the vituperative at- 
tacks against him in some parts of the Western press that 
followed announcement of the award of the prize five weeks ago. . 
There is also reason to fear that excessive dramatization of the 
award will be used as ἃ form of subtle psychological pressure 
against Israel to make unwarranted concessions in the final 
stages of the peace. negotiations. 

‘There has been some speculation that the presence of both 
leaders in Oslo would serve as an opportunity for direct talks to 
overcome the hurdles that have emerged in the path of the 
peace negotiations in the last fortnight. But now that Sadat will 
not be going even that argument no longer holds. 

Under the present circumstances therefore, Mr. Begin and 
Israel's best interests might well he best served by staying 
away from Oslo. If Sadat sends his. advisor Sa'ed Marei to 
receive the prize in his name, Mr. Begin could follow suit, by 
also dispatching a personal representative. 


Prices beyond control - 


THE MOST telling answer to whether last Wednesday’s three 
hour consumers’ strike was a success or failure was provided by 


the 10 per cent rise in the price of eggs and miik pzod 


ucts 


decreed on Thursday by the government and by the tabling of a 
draft budget predicated on a 37 per cent inflation rate for the 


coming year. 


The strike was perhaps marginally useful in that it provided 
proof for a thesis that really needs no proof: namely that the 
public is profoundly concerned over the prospect of continued 
runaway inflation. But as a demonstration of intent to do 
something about curbing price rises, the strike was irrelevant. 

Many shopkeepers have been using the inflationary situation 
to pile on their own exorbitant mark-ups. But it is missing the 
mark to turn them into the main target of an aroused consumer 


interest. 


Messrs. Enriich and Plomin are correct in asserting that the 
flames of inflation are being fanned by too much money in the 
public's hands. But they choose to gloss over the fact that this 


“surplus”’ money is in the 


1 of only ἃ minority — albeit 


a significant minority — of the public. And this minority’s tastes 
and spending habits are responsible for the upward spiralling of 


peices which the entire consi 


public ia forced to pay. 


Moreover, the existence of this ‘‘hot money’’ is in large part the 
result of the government's leaky tax collection system. 


The consumers' strike was launched in response

Bhrlich's nonchatant advice that the public buy-less. But τὶ 
should be obvious that an amorphous public cannot reverse the 
course of economic forces beyond its control. That ia the job of 
leadership, both political and economic. That leadership the 


government has not provided. 


Equally regrettable, leadership has not been provided by the 
Histadrut which ostensibly represents 7& per cent of the con- 
suming public and controls a leading segment ofthe economy. A - 
good place to start, instead of futile demonstrations by its near 
moribund consumers association, would be for the Histadrut to 
reassert the nearly forgotten cost-cutting mechanisms inherent 


in its own consumer outlets. 


It would be reassuring, in the present atmosphere of economic 
malaise, to know that the Histadrut still has the power and the 
will to mobilize Tnuva, Hamashbir Lazarchan and ita other 
economic branches for the protection of its consumer 


membership.
